Tl KBIT, IRAQ I Saddam Hussein was 
captured based on information from 
a member of a family “close to him,” 
Maj. Gen. Raymond Odierno said 
Sunday. 

Odierno, the commander of the 
4th Infantry Division that captured 
Saddam, said over the last 10 days 
soldiers have questioned “five to 
10 members” of families “close to 
Saddam.” 

“Finally we got the ultimate infor- 
mation from one of these individu- 
als,” he said. 

About 600 soldiers under his 
command conducted the raid 
Saturday night at a farm near the 
village of Adwar, finding Saddam in 
a hole covered by Styrofoam and a 
carpet beside a shack, Odierno said. 

When soldiers pulled the bearded 
man from the hole, he said, “he was 
very much bewildered.” 

“He was just caught like a rat,” 
he said. “When you’re in the bot- 
tom of a hole you can’t fight back.”

Bremer: Tyrant is a Prisoner’ 


Saddam Hussein, once Iraq’s powerful dictator, is found hiding in a hole 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Cornered alone in a 
cramped hole near one of his sump- 
tuous palaces, a weary, disheveled 
Saddam Hussein was seized by U.S. 
troops and displayed on television 
screens worldwide Sunday, a humili- 
ating fate for one of history’s most 
brutal dictators. 

The man who waged and lost 
two wars against the United States 
and its allies was armed with a pistol 
when captured in an underground 
hide-out, but did not resist, the U.S. 
military said. He resembled a des- 
perate fugitive, not an all-powerful 
president who had ordered his army 
to fight to the death. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, we got 
him,” U.S. administrator L. Paul 
Bremer told a news conference. 
“The tyrant is a prisoner.” 

During the arrest of Saddam, 
U.S. troops discovered “descrip- 
tive written material of significant 
value,” a U.S. commander told The 
Associated Press, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity. He declined to 
say whether the material related to 
the anti- coalition resistance.

Saddam, who could face trial 
before a new Iraqi tribunal for 
war crimes, was defiant when top 
Iraqi officials visited him in cap- 
tivity hours later — people at the 
meeting said he refused to admit 
to human rights abuses. 

Saddam will now “face the jus- 
tice he denied to millions,” said 
President Bush, whose troops and 
intelligence agents had been search- 
ing in vain for Saddam since April. 

After a helicopter took Saddam 
to Baghdad, U.S. officials brought 
in former regime officials, including 
deputy prime minister Tariq Aziz, 
to confirm Saddam’s identity, a U.S. 
official said, speaking on the condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

U.S. officials did not specify 
Saddam’s whereabouts on Sunday, 
but made clear he faces intensive 
interrogation — foremost, what 
he knows about the insurgency 
against the U.S. -led occupation, 
and later about his regime’s weapons. 

Whether Saddam’s capture would 
curtail the insurgency was unclear. 
Bush cautioned that more anti- 
coalition attacks were expected.

Interim leaders want 
Saddam to go before 
war- crimes tribunal 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The interim Iraqi 
government said Sunday it wants to 
try Saddam Hussein before a spe- 
cial tribunal, but a human rights 
group voiced deep concern about 
the legitimacy of the newly estab- 
lished panel. 

“We will deal with Saddam 
Hussein,” said Adnan Pachachi, a 
member of the Governing Council. 
“He was an unjust ruler responsible 
for the deaths of thousands.” 

Iraq’s new leaders want Saddam 
to face the tribunal 
they established last 
week specifically to 
hear cases involving 
leading members of 
the Saddam regime 
accused of genocide 
and other crimes 
against humanity. 

Amnesty International, how- 
ever, criticized the new Iraqi tri- 
bunal as flawed. It demanded that 
Saddam be classified as a prisoner 
of war. Other groups voiced simi- 
lar concerns. 

“It’s ... important that the trial is 
not perceived as vengeful justice,” 
said Kenneth Roth of New York- 
based Human Rights Watch.

An Image Shattered 


Iraqis see another side of their long-time leader 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The image that 
emerged Sunday of Saddam 
Hussein in captivity contrasted 
in almost every way to the life of 
one of the world’s most despised 
dictators. 

“He was subservient and bro- 
ken,” said Iraqi leader Mouwafak 
al-Rabii, who saw Saddam in deten- 
tion. “Saddam looked like a thug.” 

During Saddam’s reign, his pic- 
ture graced streets and offices in a 
hundred different guises. His coun- 
tenance was printed on Iraqi dinars 
of every denomination. He moved 
between dozens of palaces. 


He spent lavishly on the country 
as well. During a 1970s oil boom, 
Saddam headed an economic plan- 
ning council that oversaw the build- 
ing of vast industrial plants, huge 
housing projects, eight-lane high- 
ways, bridges, airports, and univer- 
sities. Millions of Iraqis were able 
for the first time in their lives to 
wear designer clothing and vacation 
in London, Madrid or Paris. 

“Saddam seemed to be build- 
ing an empire, and only waiting to 
declare himself its emperor,” Iraqi 
economist Ghanim Hamdoun said 
from London. 


His opulence was rivaled only 
by his brutality. Conservative esti- 
mates say he had 300,000 people 
executed; some say the number is 
over 1 million. 

For the Iraqi people, who stared 
in awe at the televised images of 
Saddam in his disheveled state 
while an American medic probed 
his mouth, there was little nobility 
left of Iraq’s great builder. 

“For the last 35 years Saddam 
Hussein presented himself as a 
lion against the Americans and 
the West,” said Laad Hamadi, a 
civil engineer. “And now, today, 
they found him like a mouse.'

Iraqis Feel 
Relief, Shame 
At Capture 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Saddam Hussein 
should have put up a fight or com- 
mitted suicide, stunned Iraqis said 
Sunday after watching images of 
their fallen leader, haggard and 
humiliated, in American custody. 

As news of his capture spread 
across the country, celebratory 
shooting erupted in Baghdad’s 
streets, soldiers cheered and victims 
of his tyranny thanked the United 
States. Many said it marked a new 
beginning for Iraq. 

But for some, Saddam’s capture 
was a blow to hopes for his trium- 
phant return, and his peaceful 
surrender was seen as a stain on 
Arab honor. 

“He swore before the war that 
Iraqis would fight America, and 
then he didn’t fire a single shot,” 
said Kassem Shelshul, a 28 -year-old 
chauffeur living in Baghdad. 

It was a publicly humiliating end 
to a leader who for 30 years present- 
ed himself to his people only in the 
most monumental terms, (ap)

Insurgency Not Quiet Yet 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The capture of 
Saddam Hussein was unlikely to 
destroy the anti-US. guerrilla insur- 
gency, military officials said. 

“We do not expect at this point 
in time that we will have a complete 
elimination of those attacks.” Lt. 
Gen. Ricardo Sanchez, commander 
of the coalition forces in Iraq, told 
reporters Sunday. “I believe that 
those will continue for some time.” 

After Saddam’s sons Uday and 
Qusay were killed in August, some 


observers speculated the insurgen- 
cy would give out. Instead, it only 
gathered strength. By last month, 
attacks on coalition-led forces had 
surged, making November the 
bloodiest month for U.S. troops 
since the war began March 20. 

Just hours before news of 
Saddam’s capture was announced 
on Sunday, a massive blast killed at 
least 17 Iraqis, mostly policemen, at 
a district police office in Khaldiyah, 
west of Baghdad, hamza hendawi (ap)

LONDON I World leaders including 
the Iraq war’s most prominent oppo- 
nents welcomed Saddam Hussein’s 
capture, saying it brought a long- 
awaited end to the career of a brutal 
dictator and could mark the begin- 
ning of peace in Iraq. 

The government of Jordan said 
Sunday it hoped that Saddam’s 
capture would help the Iraqi peo- 
ple restore law and order. 

‘What the Jordanian government 
cares about is the safety and secu- 
rity of the Iraqi people and the res- 


toration of political stability in that 
brotherly Arab nation,” government 
spokeswoman Asma Khader said. 

France, which has had a rocky 
relationship with the United States 
since it led the opposition to the war, 
said the capture would help stabilize 
the country. 

“It’s a major event that should 
strongly contribute to democracy 
and stability in Iraq and allow the 
Iraqis to master their destiny,” 
French President Jacques Chirac

CHICAGO I First, Americans watched 
as his statue fell in Baghdad. On 
Sunday, many celebrated again as 
news that U.S. forces had captured 
Saddam Hussein spread across the 
country. 

In Dearborn, Mich., a heav- 
ily Arab suburb of Detroit, people 
danced in the snowy streets, bang- 
ing drums and waving Iraqi and 
American flags. Signs near Fort 
Hood, Texas, proclaimed the cap- 
ture and thanked the troops. And 
people across the country gathered 
around televisions to see footage of 
the scruffy, bearded man some 
thought would never be caught. 

The news was particularly sweet 
for Iraqi Americans. 

For Alan Zangana, a Kurd who 
fled Iraq in 1981, the phone start- 
ed ringing at his Chula Vista, Calif, 
home early Sunday with people 
sharing the reports of the capture. 

“I have been waiting for this for the 
last 35 years,” said Zangana, director 
of Kurdish Human Rights Watch in 
the San Diego suburb of El Cajon. 

Early Sunday, Adrienne Pittard 
was roused from sleep by her mother, 
who repeated, “They got Saddam! 
They got Saddam!” 

“I was just really excited because 
now that they got him maybe my 
husband will be coming home a little 
sooner,” said Pittard, who has been 


living with her family in Southport, 
N.C., while husband Zeke is overseas 
with the 4th Infantry Division. 

Others doubted the capture 
would end the violent opposition 
that has led to the deaths of at least 
315 U.S. soldiers since Bush declared 


major combat over on May 1. 

“They’re in a war,” Diane Rice, 
a 37-year-old Chicagoan, said 
of the Iraqi insurgents. “They’re 
fighting for something. His cap- 
ture isn’t going to keep them from

Bush’s New Political Clout 


WASHINGTON | Saddam Hussein’s 
capture lifted a huge political weight 
off President Bush after months of 
rising casualties and growing doubts 
about his handling of Iraq. 

The persistent violence and grow- 
ing death toll of American soldiers 
had opened the way for criticism that 
Bush lacked a postwar strategy for 
restoring stability in Iraq. Americans 
wearied of scenes of suicide bomb- 
ings, and the polls showed the nation 
was evenly split on approval of Bush’s 
handling of Iraq. 

But with Saddam’s capture, the 
critics were silenced, at least for the 


moment, and Bush was expected 
to get a big boost in the polls as he 
moves into a re-election year. 

“The Democrats can’t touch 
him at the moment,” said Columbia 
University historian Henry Graff. 
“He said he was going to get him. He 
got him. What more do you want?” 

Bush’s allies expect Democrats to 
go after the president another way. 

“They’ll look at any incident that 
happens in the next week and 
maybe even diminish the capture of 
Saddam Hussein,” Senate Majority 
Leader Bill Frist said on “Fox News

Ex-Senator, Creator of Roth IRA, Dies 


WILMINGTON, DEL. | Former Sen. 
William V. Roth Jr., a fighter for tax 
cuts during his five terms in the U.S. 
Senate and the creator of the pop- 
ular retirement account that car- 
ries his name, has died. He was 82. 

Roth collapsed late Saturday at 
his daughter’s house in Washington, 
D.C., said U.S. Sen.

er abuses by the Internal Revenue 
Service and Pentagon overspending 
that uncovered the famous $9,600 
wrench and $640 toilet seat.

Afghans Inaugurate 
Constitution Talks 


Draft of landmark 
document may not be 
finalized for weeks 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Alandmark 
constitutional convention began in 
Afghanistan on Sunday with solemn 
prayers, the hopeful songs of chil- 
dren and a stirring speech by the 
nation’s former king, who echoed 
the aspirations of his war-weary 
countrymen with a call for unity. 

Some 500 delegates gathered 
under a huge tent here to hammer 
out a new constitution in a tradi- 
tional loya jirga, or grand council. 
They are expected to spar over the 
role of Afghan women, Islam’s place 
in politics and the sharing of power.

“The people are relying on you and 
you should not forget them,” said, 
Mohammad Zaher Shah, the 88- 
year-old former monarch.

China, Africa to Triple Trade 
To $30 Billion Within 3 Years 

In a bid to make globalization work 
for poor countries, China and Africa 
plan to triple their trade to $30 bil- 
lion within three years, officials told 
a landmark business conference in 
Addis Ababa on Sunday. Political 
leaders and trade officials said the 
move was to overcome imbalances 
with rich nations who “exploit and 
bully” developing countries, (ap) 


KATMANDU, NEPAL I Fighting 
between suspected rebels and 
security forces intensified in Nepal 
over the weekend, killing at least 70 
people in separate attacks, officials 
said Sunday. 

The rebels, who say they are 
inspired by Chinese revolutionary 
leader Mao Zedong, have been 
fighting since 199b to establish a 
communist- style republic in the 


Himalayan kingdom. 

More than 8,200 people have 
been killed since the insurgency 
began, including 1,200 since the 
rebels pulled out of peace talks in 
August and resumed attacks on 
government and civilian targets.

CHESAPEAKE, VA. I Shortly after 
he was arrested, Lee Boyd Malvo 
told police that he was the trigger- 
man in the Washington, D.C.-area 
sniper shootings.

The Capture

Now that Saddam has been cap- 
tured, what about the weapons of 
mass destruction, the reason Bush 
told us he was going after Saddam? 

U.S. officials have got to be 
hoping that Saddam is going to 
lead them to some weapons of 
mass destruction somehow. That 
of course assumes that there are 
weapons still to be found. You and 
I can’t know whether that’s so, or 
whether Saddam will now give them 
up. I do not plan to hold my breath 
waiting for their discovery. 

I see the Iraqis trying, convict- 
ing and executing Saddam in pret- 
ty short order without giving him 
the chance to mount much of a 
defense. I see the United States 
encouraging this because that 
way its contributions to his crimes 
throughout the 1980s won’t have 
a high profile forum. How can we 
work to prevent this? 

I hope you’re wrong. We’ve had 
many months — too many months 
— to plan carefully for this moment. 
In my opinion, a trial that gives 
Saddam a chance to defend him- 
self and shows off the benefits of 
a fair trial would be very much in 
everyone’s interest. 

Do you feel that the capture will 
have nearly as much impact on the 
course of events now as it would 
have had even as late as June or 
July? At this point, the occupation 
and resistance seem to have taken 
on a life of their own, apart from 
Saddam. 

This is a good question. Of 
course we can’t today predict how 
the arrest will play out. Our report- 
ing from Iraq has indicated again 
and again that a lot of Iraqis were 
holding back their support from 
the occupation and the various 
efforts to rebuild the country out 
of fear that Saddam would return 
and exact revenge from everyone 
who collaborated with the occupi- 
ers. We’ll now find out how signifi- 
cant that fear has been. I don’t know 
what to expect myself
